No . CP /XI(6 )/2266 /(03)/2020. — Whereas, it is likely that terrorists /anti-national elements might make use of 
drones, remote controlled micro - light aircrafts, aerial missile, para -gliders in their attacks and thereby endangering 
the life of public at large , destroy public property and cause disturbance to Law and Order in the Brihan Mumbai 
Police Commissionerate area ; 

2 . Whereas, it has become necessary that some checks should be put on the activities of terrorists /anti 
national elements across the Brihan Mumbai Police Commissionerate to prevent the attack through such drones, 
remote controlled micro - light aircrafts , aerial missiles , para -gliders , and immediate necessary action should be 
taken to prevent the same ; 

3. Therefore I, Pranaya Ashok , Dy. Commissioner of Police, (Operations ), Brihan Mumbai and 
Executive Magistrate , vide powers conferred upon me under section 144 of the Criminal Procedure Code 1973 (Act 
II of 1974 ), do hereby order that no flying activities of drone, remote controlled micro - light aircrafts, aerial 
missiles, para - gliders, etc . shall be allowed in the jurisdiction of Brihan Mumbai Police Commissionerate for the 
period of next 30 Days, i.e . from 26th March 2020 to 24th April 2020 except for aerial surveillance through such 
devices by Mumbai Police or by specific permission in writing by Dy. Commissioner of Police (Operation ), 
Brihanmumbai. 

4 . This order shall remain in force with effect 00 -01 hrs. of 26th March 2020 till 24 - 00 hrs. of 24th 
2020 unless withdrawn earlier. 

5 . Any person contravening this order shall be punishable under Section 188 of the Indian Penal Code, 
1860. 

6 . As the notice cannot be served individually to all concerned , the order is hereby passed ex -parte . It shall 
be published for the information of public, through press and by affixing copies on the Notice Boards of the police 
stations, Divisional ACSP , Zonal DCSP , Municipal Ward offices, and by affixing copies at Tah sil and Ward offices .

No. CP /XI (6 ) A . P./701(06 )/ 2020 . — Whereas, based on the information received from various sources, it is 
apprehended that there is like hood of breach of peace and disturbance of public tranquility and also there is grave 
danger to human lives and loss of properties on that account. AND , it is considered expedient to issue prohibitory 
order for restricting movement and unlawful assembly of five or more persons for prevention of breach of peace , 
disturbance to public tranquility and danger to human lives and loss of properties and to prevent any kind of riot 
or affray in the areas under the control of Commissioner of Police , Brihan Mumbai. 

Now , Therefore I, Pranaya Ashok , Dy. Commissioner of Police (Operations ), Brihan Mumbai in exercise of 
the powers conferred upon me by sub section (3) of section 37 read with sub -section (2 ) of section 10 of the 
Maharashtra Police Act , 1951 (Mah . Act XXII of 1951), do hereby prohibit, for the period commencing from 
00 - 01 hours on 27th March 2020 and ending at 24 -00 hours on 10th April 2020 through the City of Brihan 
Mumbai : 

(i) Any assembly of five or more persons, 
( ii ) Any procession of any persons and 
( iii) Any use of loudspeakers, amplifying instruments, musical band and bursting of crackers in any 

procession by the assembly . 
The prohibition contained in the order exempted for : 

(a ) Marriage ceremony and matrimonial functions etc . 
(6 ) Funeral assemblies and procession on way to crematoriums/burial places. 
( C) Statutory meeting of companies of clubs, co -operative societies and other societies and associations . 
(d ) Social gathering and meeting of clubs , co -operative societies and other societies and associations 

to transact their normal business . 
(e ) Assemblies in or about Cinema houses, theatres or any place of public amusement for the purpose 

of watching films, dramas or performances as the case may be. 
) Assemblies in or about courts of law and offices of the Government and local bodies in discharge 

of Governmental or Semi-Governmental functions . 
( g ) Assemblies in or about schools, colleges and other educational institutions for academic activities. 
(h ) Assemblies in factories , shops, and establishments for normal trade, business and callings . 
(i) Such other assemblies and the processions as may be permitted by Zonal Deputy Commissioners 

of Police, Brihan Mumbai and their supervisory officers . 
Notwithstanding the expiration of this order after the period here in above mentioned , — 

(a ) Any investigation or legal proceeding may be instituted , continued or enforced . 
(6 ) Any penalty, forfeiture of punishments incurred in respect of any contravention of this order may 

be imposed as if this order had not expired . 
I, further direct that this order will be published and promulgated in Brihan Mumbai by affixing copies 
thereof, in conspicuous part of public places , courts, Government Offices and by proclaiming the same through 
loudspeakers or megaphones as well as publishing through media of whatever form available.

— Whereas reports have been received that due to the situation prevailing in the 
areas under the control of Commissioner of Police , Brihan Mumbai, it is apprehended that terrorist/anti -social 
elements may seek hide outs in the residential areas of the said Police stations, and there is every likelihood of 
breach of peace and disturbance of public tranquility and also there is grave danger to human life , health and safety 
and injury to public property on that account. 

2 . And whereas, it is necessary that some checks should be put on landlords tenatns so that terrorist/anti 
social elements in the guise of tenants may not cause explosion , riots , shootouts , affray etc ; and that immediate 
action is necessary for the prevention of the same. 

3 . Now , therefore I, Pranaya Ashok , Dy. Commissioner of Police , (Operations), Greater Mumbai and 
Executive Magistrate , vide powers conferred upon me u ./sec 144 of the Criminal Procedure Code , 1973 (Act II 
of 1974 ) r/w the Commissioner of Police Brihan Mumbai s Order dated 23rd December, 1959 u /s 10 sub - section 
( 2) of the Maharashtra Police Act, 1951 (Mah . Act XXII of 1951 ) do hereby order that no landlord / owner /person 
of any house/property which falls under the jurisdiction of Mumbai Police Commissioner shall let/sub - let/ rent out 
any accommodation to any person , unless and until he has fumished the particulars of the said tenant/tenants to 
the Senior Police Inspector of the Police station concerned . All persons who intend to take accommodation on rent 
shall inform in writing, in this regard to the Senior Police Inspector concerned , in whose jurisdiction the premises 
fall . The persons dealing in property business, shall also inform in writing, to the Senior Police Inspector concerned , 
in whose jurisdiction the premises fall , about the paniculars of the said tenants . 


4 . If the person to whom the accommodation is Let/ sub -let rented out is a Foreigner, then the owner and 
the Foreigner, shall furnish his Name, Nationality , Passport details i.e . PP . No., Place and date of issue , validity, 
Visa details i.e . Visa No., category place and date of issue , validity whether he is registered , if so , Registration 
place and number and reason for stay in city. 

5 . This order shall come into force with effect from 25th March 2020 and shall be effective for a period 
of 60 days upto 23rd May 2020 (both days inclusive) unless withdrawn earlier . 

6 . Any person contravening this order shall be punishable under section 188 of the Indian Penal Code. 

7 . As the notice cannot be served individually on all concerned , the order is hereby passed ex -parte. It shall 
be published for the information of public , through press, and by affixing copies on the Notice Boards of the Police 
Stations, Divisional ACSP , Zonal DCSP, Municipal Ward offices, and by affixing copies at Tahsil and Ward offices.

The undersigned in the capacity of 
Executive Magistrate is fully satisfied that there are sufficient reasons/ grounds for passing prohibitory orders under 
section 144 of Criminal Procedure Code ( CrPC )- 1973 to ensure that there is no danger to human life, health or 
safety. 

2 . Whereas, it is considered expedient to issue prohibitory order for restricting any presence or 
movement of one or more persons in public places and also any vehicles carrying such persons to prevent spread 
of the COVID - 19 virus and to prevent any outbreak of the infection in the areas under the control of Commissioner 
of Police, Greater Mumbai. 

3 . Therefore I, Pranaya Ashok , Dy. Commissioner of Police (Operations), Greater Mumbai and 
Executive Magistrate, vide powers conferred upon me u ./sec 144 of the Criminal Procedure Code, 1973 (Act II 
of 1974 ) r/w the Commissioner of Police Greater Mumbai s Order dated 23rd December 1959 u / s 10 sub - section 
( 2) of the Maharashtra Police Act 1951 (Mah .

This order shall come into force, in the areas under the control of Commissioner of Police , Greater 
Mumbai, with effect from 21-01 hours on 22nd March 2020 and ending at 05 - 00 hours on 23rd March 2020 unless 
withdrawn earlier.
